1, 2004, Applicants elect the claims of Group I, i.e., claims 
186, 187, and 199-208, for prosecution. 

Applicants note that the Examiner has requested that the 
Applicants ''also show the difference between claims 186, 187, 199, 
and 200 versus claims 201-208 for treating pain caused by 
different condition." Applicants do not understand the Examiner's 




request or the basis thereof. All of claims 186, 187, 199, 200, 
and 202-208 depend either directly or indirectly from claim 201. 
Moreover, claims 201-204 do not mention any specific types of 
pain. Thus, while Applicants would be willing to respond to this 
request, further clarification is necessary to do so. Applicants 
also note that the Examiner suggested an alternative mode of reply 
to this request, i.e., to ''simply further elect between the two 
'pain' groupings." Applicants are also unable to adopt this 
suggestion since it is not clear what ''two pain groupings" are 
being referred to. Again, claims 201-204 do not mention any 
specific types of pain. Applicants respectfully request the 
Examiner to provide further clarification so that an appropriate 
reply can be submitted.
